Getting lost in the woods of 
Pennsylvania is not as serious as 
it is in parts of the far West and 
Canada, 
where starvation may 
face the wanderer, but the expe­ 
rience is nevertheless uncomfort­ 
able. This is the opinion ex­ 
pressed by a number of visitors to 
the state forests during the past 
summer who wandered off the 
marked trails and who became 
th e object of searching parties 
led by the state forest rangers.

Neither is it impossible for a 
forester to get lost, as experience 
proved when one of the foresters 
in Pike county spent an involun­ 
tary day and night in the woods. 
Rules To Follow 
Secretary Lewis E. Staley of the 
departm ent of forests and waters, 
who has had m any years’ experi­ 
ence in the woods, both while em ­ 
ployed in 
lum bering operations 
and after becoming a technically 
trained forester, suggests the fol­ 
lowing six 
rules for 
those who 
stray off the m arked forest trails: 
1. Sit down and rest. Study 
the lay of the land; try to find 
out where you are. 
2. 
Don’t yell 
for help, 
and 
don’t wear yourself out trying to 
run through the undergrow th or 
trying to push 
through drifted 
snow. 
3. 
Don’t walk aimlessly about. 
Travel only downhill. 
Follow 
a 
stream 
downwards, if 
possible. 
They usually lead to a habitation. 
4. 
Don’t try to seek a way out 
during the night or in a storm 
or fog. Find a sheltered place 
and m ake camp. 
G ather plenty 
of dry wood and build a fire In a 
safe place. 
Be careful not to set 
the woods on fire and extinguish 
your cam p fire before leaving. 
5. 
If you are injured, build 
a 
smoke signal fire, if possible in 
an open spot on a knob or ridge 
top. 
6. Don’t lose 
your head and 
don’t give up. 
During the Pennsylvania hu n t­ 
ing season, hunters occasionally 
get tem porarily lost in the forest. 
In freezing w eather and in bliz­ 
zards. which are not unusual in 
early December in parts of Penn- 
vania, the danger of getting lost 
increases. Secretary Staley rec­ 
om m ends th a t hunters unfam iliar 
w ith a region should always ac­ 
com pany an experienced person 
A sm all pocket compass is use­ 
ful, providing the person carrying 
one knows 
which direction 
lie 
should travel to retu rn to camp.

War Began In 1755 
The French and Indian war upon 
the English settlements commenced 
in 1755. The particulars of that 
bloody struggle and much of the 
story of the terrible sufferings of 
tile border settlments are given in 
the preceding part of this work, in 
the history of Cumberland county. 
The people of w’hat is now the ter­ 
ritory of Adams county were for­ 
tunately spared the terrible experi­ 
ences of all other border settle­ 
ments. 
The invaders came from 
the north, and the South moun­ 
tains seemed to have placed bounds 
to a great extent to their savage 
visitations, and there were but few’ 
of 
the 
roving 
bands, 
in

squads, that made stealthy 
raids 
upon 
the 
helpless 
people. 
We, 
therefore, content ourselves with a 
short account of what transpired 
here. so far as can now’ be gleaned

Hazzard, in 
Vol. V, 
Penn Reg. 
says: “In 1775. the country, west of 
the Susquehanna, 
possessed three 
thousand men fit to bear arms, and 
in 1756, exclusive of the provincial 
forces, there were not one hundred; 
fear having driven the greater part 


Richard Bard, his wife and babe 
six months old; a bound boy; a lit­ 
tle girl named Hannah McBride; 
Thomas Potter, a nephew of Bard’s: 
together with Samuel Hunter and 
Daniel McManimy, w’ho were at the 
time working in a field; and also a 
lad.

Simon has been drifting toward 
the conservatives, upholders of the 
protectionist idea, on several other 
issues, yet his conversion to tariff 
caused a mild furor because of his 
past staunchness for free trade. 
Henderson 
put his endorsement 
on the plane of raising revenue to 
keep the dole up. The net result, 
however, brings these two leaders 
of

thought Into substantial agreement 
on an idea which both 
formerly 
fought. 
Abandon Old Position 
A year ago, even a few months 
ago, it seemed unlikely that Britain 
would abandon its more than half 
century tradition of free trade. 
But the industrial position of the 
United States compared with IO years 
of steady, cruel depression, falling 
ti ade balances, vast unemployment 
and a budget with a hole in tt as 
big as the state of Texas, are prob­ 
lems as hard for economists to an­

Model Of Sky Will 
Take Tons Of Apples 


W ashington 
(AP).—Three 
h u n ­ 
dred tons of apples spaced 20 yards 
apart would be necessary to m ake a 
model of as m uch of the universe 
as m an can see, says Sir Jam es 
Jeans, B ritish astronom er. 
T hat am ount of apples, each one 
20 yards or 60 feet from its nearest 
neighbor, would occupy a globe- 
shaped space about two miles in 
diam eter, he says. 
Each apple would represent one 
of the two million nebulfft? or is­ 
land universe w ithin the range of 
the world’s largest telescope. 
Every nebula, represented by an 
apple, contains enough m atter to 
make several thousand million stars 
the size of the sun, he explains. 
Each atom in each apple would 
be proportional to a space the size 
of the earth ’s orbit around the sun.

rumor, shall be guilty of a misde­ 
meanor, 
and. 
upon 
conviction 
thereof, shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than $5,000 and 
b> imprisonment at 
hard 
labor 
for a term 
not 
exceeding 
five 
years, 
“The falsity of the statement 
or rumor shall be prima facie evi­ 
dence of intent to violate the 
provisions of this act. 
Neither 
the source of the inlormation, nor 
the belief of the person charged 
with violation of this act in the 
truth of the statement or rumor, 
nor the tat k of intent to injure 
the institution concerning which 
the statement or rumor is made, 
shall he a defense.” 
In brief this act is this. 
Any 
person 
making 
or 
repeating 
a 
statem ent th a t is not true con­ 
cerning a bank or any financial 
institution is liable and can ne 
sentenced to five years in prison, 
fined $5,000 or both. 
The act 
provides that it does not make any 
difTeience w hether or not the per­ 
son intended to harm the insti­ 
tution, the mere statem ent is suf­ 
ficient evidence to convict. 
It would be well should our law 
m akers enact legislation as severe 
upon those who make false or 
rash statem ents concerning any 
business or individual. 
A gossipy 
tongue breeds harm and dam age 
and should be curbed.
